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& N Peruſing the AQtfor Regulating our Silver Coyn, I find Six- 
= TPences ot Sterling Silver, and not Clipt within the Innermoſt Ring, 
are allowed to pals ad iz{/zitam, which (were there no other defi- 

*. ciency) may occaſion the Melting down great Sums of our New 
Moneys, as faſt as it comes into the hands of the Artiſts; and with a 
Crown piece they will make at leaſt, Eight, Nine, or Ten Shillings : 
For it is well known, Six-pences Clipt, as aforeſaid, do not weigh but 
from 3 to 3+ or 44. at moſt ; beſides they are ſo dextrous at their 
Devilith Trade, that they can make as cleaver a Ring, as ever was made 
at the Tower, within which ſhall not be above 2 4. Silver, and Sterling 
too; for they can well afford it, and none can know the true Coyn 
from this falſe. Sooner or later no doubt but they will be calPd in, and 
then there will fall another great Loſs either on the Publick or Private 
Perſons ; all which Profit is made by the greateſt Villains, and the Lofs 
born by the Honeſt and moſt Innocent : For I doubt not but to ſee, in 
a ſhort time, great Sums of Money paid in Six-pences of true Sterting, 
but falſe Coyn. And it is much to be feared, a further large quantity 
of New Moneys will be Exported to buy up Gold, (for what riſque will 
not wicked Men run for their own filthy Lucre) which Cunning Men 
will be able to keep up at a high rate, by reaſon, the New Moneys 
coming out of the Mint in ſuch ſmall quantities at a time, (as Weekly 
Payments will be) it will be hoarded, ?till no other Moneys are current 
in Payments, or elſe Exported for the above Reaſons. 

Andit is preſumed, by very underſtanding Perſons, that the beft way 
to prevent Clamour in lowering them, might be to Enact that they 
ſhould fall 124. per Month, or thereabouts, ( which would have ſome 
coherence with the coming Abroad of the Mill'd Money ; the more 
MilPd Money is Abroad, the lower Guineas ought to be, and by this 
means will be, and the Fall will be eaſfie, I had almoſt ſaid Lofs, which ir 
can't properly be called, by reaſon Particulars have had the advantage of 
the Riſe: ) For Inſtance, No Body ſhall tender or receive them this 
Month of February at above 28s, in March at above 27s. in April at 
above 26 s. in May at above 25s. in Jaxe 245. July 23 5s. Auguſt 22 5. 
and never higher ; and by that time there will, no doubt, by this means 
be a great currency of MilPd Money, fo that thoſe that love hoarding, 
will be puzzled, whether to hoard Guineas or MilPd Money; and thoſe 
that are fond of Melting down and Exporting, will be at as great a 
lols. 

Now it is not too late to remedy theſe things ; but if this Honourable 
Houſe ſhould not do it before the Seffions is over, the Conſequence is 
to be dreaded, by every Conſidering Perſon, and Well-wiſher to his
